object of the organization. 
It I.,, they 
said, to bring the saloon business to 
a higher plane, both actually and in 
the estimation of the public, than it 
now occupies and to wipe out gam­ 
bling and other disreputable features 
connected with some saloons. 
Dur­ 
ing the general discussion one speak­ 
er evidently voiced the sentiment of 
the m ajority of those present when 
he declared:

from iieariy every state anl territory 
of the Union were present~when the 
tenth annual convention of the Na­ 
tional Guard association of the Unit­ 
ed States was called to order in Fan- 
eiiil hall at 10 o’clock this morning. 
The meeting will undoubtedly be the 
most important in the history of the 
lx)dy, owing to the action to be taken 
in regard to the Dick militia law. 
The opening session was devoted 
to receiving and acting on creden­ 
tials, reading of minutes of previous 
meeting and reports of officers. This 
afternoon 
the 
executive committee 
and the twelve 
special 
committees 
held 
se.^sions 
in the Young hotel, 
where headquarters have been estab­ 
lished by the delegates. 
This even­ 
ing Governor Curtis Guild, jr., will 
give a dinner to the delegates, and 
tomorrow evening the National Guard 
Association 
of 
Massachusetts will 
entertain the delegates in the state 
armory in Cambridge. 
One of the most important matters 
to be acted upon by the convention 
is the ratification of 
the 
propose J 
amendments and changes in the Dick 
militia law, winch were reached as the 
result of conferences between the of­ 
ficers of the National Guard associa­ 
tion and Gen. Oliver, acting for the 
secretary of war; Gen. Bell, the chief, 
and other officers of the general staff 
and Senator Dick, the author of the 
law. 
The Dick law is made effective 
January 21. but not all of the state 
organizations are ready to conform 
to its r..qiuremenis. 
Under the terms of the Dick militia 
act. the national*guard organizations 
of the different states and territories 
must conform to that of the regular 
and volunteer armies of the United 
Stntes. 
Failure to meet this require- 
nmnt will result in debarring a state 
from the use of the allotment of the 
annual appropriation of $2,000,000 for 
the support of the militia. 
The act imposes the condition that 
the number of regularly enlis’ed, or­ 
ganized and uniformed active militia 
shall be at least 100 men for each 
senator and representative 
of 
the 
state. 
The new law, it is admitted 
the 
delegates, 
is 
at 
present complied 
with by the militia organizations of 
few states, and January 21 will find 
them wholly unable to meet its de­ 
mands. 
Another important subject is the 
proposition to remove the present re­ 
striction upon the employment of na­ 
tional militia to nine months. 
It is 
admitted that conditions of modern 
warfare make this period entirely too 
short, since it would be harlly practi­ 
cable to do more than organize and 
transport soldiers to and from the 
Philippines in that time. 
Among 
other 
proposed 
modifica­ 
tions in the militia regulations is one 
allowing each organized division of 
the militia one inspector 
of 
small 
arms practice, with the rank of lieu­ 
tenant colonel* each 
brigade, 
one 
with the rani: of major; each regi­ 
ment of infantry, one with the rank 
of captain, and each separate baltal- 
ion one with the rank of first lieu­ 
tenant. 
Other important changes suggested 
relate to the calling out of the,militia 
to repel invasion or repress insur­ 
rection, the conduct of court martlals 
and the issuing of arms to the mili­ 
tia. 
The association will yrge that 
the national government issue such 
arms as are needed by the state mi­ 
litia without charging the cost against 
the allotment of the state or requir­ 
ing payment therefor.
